to--whi eh- - he--or--she--belongs; shall not be conpelled to
di sclose in any court, or to any admnistrative board or
agency, or to any public officer, a confession, ef adm ssion,

or conmuni cati on made to him or her in his or her

prof essional character or as a spiritual advisor in the
course of the discipline enjoined by the rules or practices
of such religious body or of the religion which he or she
prof esses, nor be conpelled to divulge any information which
has been obtained by him or her in such professional

character or as such spiritual advisor if:
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(1) the confession, adnm ssion, or conmmunication is

i ntended to be confidential:

(2) the confidential confession, admssion, or

communi cation is nmade directly to a nenber of the clerqy;

and

(3) the confidential confession, adm ssion, or

communi cation is such that the nenber of the clerqy is

bound to maintain that confidentiality pursuant to a duty

under the canon | aw, chur ch doctri ne, practi ce,

discipline, tenet, custom or practice of his or her

denom nati on.

(b) If a confession, adni ssion, or conmmuni cation made to

a nenber of the clerqgy does not neet the requirenents of

subsection (&), in an investigation or prosecution of a case

i nvol ving an abused child as defined in subdivision (c) of

Section 3 of the Abused and Negl ected Child Reporting Act, a

menber of the clergy nust disclose a confession, adm ssion,

or conmuni cation nade to himor her about the all eged abuse.

(c) "Menber of the clergy" neans a clergynan or

practitioner of any reliqgi ous denom nati on accredited by the

reliqgious body to which he or she bel ongs.

Sec. 13-202.2. Childhood sexual abuse.

(a) In this Section:

"Chi | dhood sexual abuse" neans an act of sexual abuse
t hat occurs when the person abused is under 18 years of age.

"Sexual abuse" includes but is not limted to sexual
conduct and sexual penetration as defined in Section 12-12 of
the Crimnal Code of 1961

(b) An action for damages for personal injury based on
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chi | dhood sexual abuse nust be commenced within 20 2 years of
the date the person abused discovers or through the use of
reasonable diligence should discover that the act of
chi | dhood sexual abuse occurred and that the injury was
caused by the chil dhood sexual abuse.

(c) If the injury is caused by 2 or nore acts of
chi | dhood sexual abuse that are part of a continuing series
of acts of childhood sexual abuse by the sane abuser, then
the discovery period under subsection (b) shall be conputed
fromthe date the person abused discovers or through the use
of reasonabl e diligence should discover (i) that the |ast act
of childhood sexual abuse in the continuing series occurred
and (ii) that the injury was caused by any act of childhood
sexual abuse in the continuing series.

(d) The Ilimtation periods under subsection (b) do not
begin to run before the person abused attains the age of 18
years; and, if at the tinme the person abused attains the age
of 18 years he or she is under other legal disability, the
limtation periods under subsection (b) do not begin to run
until the renoval of the disability.

(e) This Section applies to actions pending on the
effective date of this anendatory Act of 1990 as well as to
actions comenced on or after that date. The changes nade by
this anmendatory Act of 1993 shall apply only to actions
commenced on or after the effective date of this anendatory

Act of 1993. The changes nade by this anendatory Act of the

93rd General Assenbly shall apply only to actions commenced

on or after the effective date of this anendatory Act of the

93rd General Assenbly.
